Ottawa, May 29.—The cabinet was 
in council all morning and afternoon 
yesterday discussing the legislation 
now on the agenda for the balance of 
the session. The Civil Service bil, of 
which a digest has already been giv- 
en, will probably be introduced in the 
Tlonee of Commons on Tuesday by 
Hon, Sydney Fisher. The supplemen- 
tary estimates will be brought down 
at an early date, and the government 
will again endeavor to ‘get supply 
passed to pay the overdue salaries of 
the civil service employees through- 
out Canada, who are now left with- 
cut funds, thanks to the policy of the 
Opposition in needlessly blocking 
even the pressing and non-contentious 
items in the estimates in the hope o! 
jorcing the government to emasculat 
the Election Bill, 

Deadlock Remains Unbroken. 

The situation in regard to the dead- 
lock remains unchanged, The Oppo- 
sition will continue to day the diecus- 
sion of Mr. Foster’s alleged cold-stor- 
age seandal The government will 
insist on getting supply. There will 
probably be an ail night session and 
next week the object lesson will be 
continued until the public all over 
Cunada is thoroughly seized with the

Borden’s Misrepresentation. 

A statement, handed out yesterday 
to the Opposition press by Mr, Bor- 
den, misrepresents the real tacts re- 
epecting the Premier's offer of a com- 
promise on the bill, and the negotia- 
tions that have taken p..ce between 
the two leaders, Mr. Borden charges 
that Sir Wilfrid gave Premier Roblin 
to understand on May 19 that the gov- 
ernment would withdraw any attempt 
to override the provincial lists in 
Manitoba, and that a draft of the pro- 
posed amer#:ments to the bill was not 
subsequently submitted to the Oppo- 
éition as promised by Sir Wilfrid, ithe 
Premier has all along maintained that 
absolutely fair lists must be assured 
in Manitoba. The advices now being 
received here indicate that the lists 
now in preparation in that province 
are being manipulated entirely to the 
advantage of the Conservatives, and, 
under the system of registration and 
revision now controlled by the Roblin 
government, Liberals are being dis- 
iranchised,

Decision Finding Omaha Road Guilty 
of Granting Rebates Confirmed. 


St. Paul, Minn.,May 28—The Omaha 
railway must pay a fine of $20,000 for 
granting rebates to the Spencer Grain 
company, Of Minneapolis. This deci- 
sion was rendered hefe~yesterday by 
the U. 8. circuit court of appeals, al- 
firming the federal district court of 
Minneapolis. The higher court also 
concurred in the decision of the lower 
court in fining H. M. Pearce, the 8t. 
Paul general treight agent of the road, 
$2,000 for participation in the grant- 
ing of the rebates,

Revolt Against Government of Island 
of Somus Results in Massacres— 
Women and Children Flee for 
Lives—Turkey Sending Reinforce- 
ments, 


Athens, May 28—Many have been 
slain and hundreds of women and 
children have fled for their lives from 
the revolt against the government in 
the Island ef Somus. The situation 
is so serious thet a proposal to have 
the powers dispatch warships and 
stop the bloodshed is bein gurged. The 
revolt is chiefly against Prince Somus 
and the governor of the island. The 
prince was captured by a large band 
oi men and beaten, but escaped to 
his palace, which has since been un- 
der bombardment. It the prince is 
captured he will be slain, His loyal 
subjects are fighting fiercely to save 
his life, but are outnumbered. Turk- 
ish reinforcements are now on their 
way to the island and it is feared 
that a massacre will follow their ar- 
rival,
